Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 0 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner agrees with the applicant's argument that the specification and the 
drawings clearly show each first and second parallel link mechanisms comprising "four 
connection axial portions and four link elements connecting the four connection axial portions" 
and such link mechanisms in an adjustable pedal apparatus for vehicles are not shown in the 
prior art or record nor references.
